SUICIDE OR MURDER.

JULY'S WEATHER 


Interesting Facts and Figures Rogard: 
ing Le xt Month's Woathor 

The past month was the coldest July re- 

corded during the past half of a century. 

The only July at all to be compared with 

it was July, 1860, and in the present year 

July, which ought to be about two degrees 


colder On the average ; this has only oc- 
cured twice before. In 1841 June was 
halfa degree warmer than July, and in 
1884, when it was nearly a degree warmer. 

‘ith regard to any expectation of August, 
compensating for the cold of July, itis by 
no means unusual for August to be warmer 
than July, but inthe two instance quoted 
in 1841 August differed little from the 
average and was Consequently colder than 
July, and in 1884 August was nearly a de- 
gree and a half warmer than July, and in 
the September following the average 
temperature was five degrees above the 
normal,

The laws of Ontario provide that a per- 
son taking up any stray stock shall give 
notice of such taking up by publishing a 
notice three times in a weekly newspaper, 
if one is published within the section 
where the estray was taken up; and if 
the property is not called for within three 
weeks afler the first insertion of the 
notice the finder shall go before a 
justice of the peace and take oath 
to the finding and advertising. If the 
property is not claimed within one year 
and should not exceed $50 in value, it 
then belongs to the party taking the same 
up; if over 950 it shall be advertised by 
the justice and sold, and the excess of all 
expenses shall Le paid over to the county 
treasurer. Any person taking up an es- 
tray and neglecting to cause the same to 
be advertised and appraised shall be 
liable to a fine of $20, The estiay law 
applies also to any other personal property 
which may be found in a like manner.

This is the season of summer travel, and 
through the open window of the car ponrsin 
acloud of cinders from the locomotive—a 
needless nuisance, but {n our country univer- 
sal. Having caught a cinder in the eye, it is 
possible that, by remaining quiet a while, it 
may be dissolved by the tears, and vanish; or 
we may promote the How of tears by attempt- 
ing toopen the eye now and then, and cause 
the ciuder to be carried off by them. We 
may also help the flow of tears by seizing the 
odguof the upper lid, drawing itaway from 
the eyeball, and at the same time blowing 
the nose smartly, or we may pull the upper 
lid down over the edgo of the lower, and, 
tbrusting the latter up benenth it, make the 
lower eyelashes do service ns a broom in 
brushing away the offending substance. If 
these expedients fail wo have a sure one in 
turning over the upper lid and wiping off the 
cinder, This is ensily done by a travelling 
companion. Take a pencil-case for a ful- 
cruni; place it parallel with the edge of ths 
upper lid, about balf an inch above it; then, 
with the thumb and forefinger of the other 
hand, selze the uppor lid firmly by its eye 
lashes and free edge, and direct the person to 
look down, and, the moment ‘he eyeball rolls 
downward, turn the lid quickly over the 
pencil. Do not wipe tho dolicate surface of 
the averted lid with the handkerchief more 
than is necessary, First flnd the situation of 

the offending substance, which possibly may 

be so small as to be almost invisible; then 
remove it with the finger or point of tha 
pencil, with the handkerchief turned ovet 
the end. The cinder will generally be found 
| at about the middle of the upper lid. not far 

back from the eige, In case tho foroign 
| body sticks onthe ball of the eye in front of 
! the pupil, it may bo wiped off with a bit of 
| paper twisted to a point, or possibly by a bit 


of soft pine wood (say the free end of a com- j

THE OANNING FACTORY 


Some Facts and Figures That Will bo of 
Interest to all 

Sin.—I yesterday received the publish- 
ed statement in detail of the amounts ex- 
pended in one year by the Boulter factory 
in Picton with a pack of about 297,000 
cans, The different items foot up the 
handsome total of $35,284 61-100.

‘The capacity of the Carson, 
Morden and Anning factory was to have 
been 500,000 cans. What manufacturing 
industry in Belleville pays out ta Belle- 
ville people for Belleville product and 
wages $35,000 to-day? Weare part and 
the centre of the rich agricultural country 
rhat surrounds us just so long as we offer 


Anosher oLjection which 1 meet in con- 
versation is that Belleville has had no 
luck with past bonuses ; that she 1s bonus 
ridden, lLanswer simply this,—No one 
can point out one dollar of the city's debt 
that has been incurred for bonusing man- 
ufacturers. Railways ourforefathers did 
bonus, and it isan arguable point as to 
what we would be to-day wihout the 
G. 'T, Ro and Midland which we secured 
thereby, but the bonusing of manufactures 
is still untried in Belleville, There 
is now a municipal market open to 
manufacturers (partly the creation of the 
N. P.) ‘Vheygo where they are most 
wanted, Itisall very well for people to 
say that they object to bonusingon theory. 
So do we all unless it befor value received 
orto be received, Then it becomes a 
regular business transaction which our 
own statutes authorize and contemplate, 
Who can doubt but that the putting in 
circulation of at least $35,000 annually the 
attracting of our best, our rural eustomers, 
the encouragement of the growth of fruits 
and vegetables in our immediate vicinity, 
and the addition to the numbers of our 
tax-paying and wage earning citizens con- 
stitute a yaluable consideration suffivient 
to justify the offer of a tree site to cost not 
more than (and probably less than) $3,300 
And especially is this the case when the 
city is to be secured by a first mortgage of 
$3,500 on that site and on $7,009 worth of 
new plant and buildings to be erected 
during the present year 1891. I have 
noted your remarks regardirg the city 
council in connection with this matter.

The Fomule Prisoner Sentenced to Life 
| Servitude, 

' Lonpox, Aug. 12.—The trial was com- 
menced at Leeds assizes yesterday of Walter 
Lewis Turner, 32, weaver, and his mother, 
who were charged with the murder of Bar- 
bara Waterhouse, aged S years, at Horsforth, 
onthe 6thult. The facta briqfly are that tho 
deceased, while playing on the day named 
in a village near Leeds, mysteriously disap- 
peared and her body was found in a bundle 
near the Leeds town hall at 11.30 on the 
evening of the 10th, two days afterwards.

the acre, This is nota fair average, 
however, as it is only in favorable 
localities where the yield will be so 
large. An average of the state would be 
from 16 to 20 bushels to the acre which, 
by the way, isa very good one. Wheat 
can be bought anywher e from 30 to 62 
cents. ‘I'he price is gradually going up 
on account of the wet which to some ex 
tent has damaged the crop. The caprain 
this year has put in $20,000 in wheat and 
thinks that before next March it will he 
worth at least a $1.50 a bushel in view of 
the failure of the crop in Europe. Cattle 
and hogs are also largely raised and on 
account of the cheapness of food can be 
exported to advantage. Oats are not 
grown to any extent and are a very poor 
crop this year owing to the wet.

The New Spanish Treaty, 

Maniax, N. 8. Aug. 17.—Secretary 
Blaine's now treaty of reciprocity with 
Spain causes great anxiety among 
Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince Edward 
Island exporters of fish, potatoes, lumber 
and other products, One-eighth of the total 
exports of the provinces are to the Spanish 
Went Indies, The exports of dry fiah from 
Nova Scotia alone aggregate 250,000 quin- 
tals. Of late years Havana bas been the 
most profitable market of the provinces for 
potatoes, Under the treaty negotiated be- 
tweon Great Britain and Spain in 1886, 
Canadian natural products were included in 
the “favored Nation” clause, That treaty 
does not expire until July 1, 1892, But 
the new treaty negotiated by Mr. 
Blaine provides ‘for the admission into 
the Spanish West India market of the natur- 
al products of the United States free, 
while esis heavy duties upon imports 
from all other countries. This would, of 
sourse, result inan immediate annihilation 
of Canadian trade with those islands, Cana- 
dian oxporters therefore insist that Cauadian 
products must be admitted into the Spanish 
Vest Indies upon precisely the same terms 
as American products during the existence 
of the treaty. 

A special mecting of the Board of Trade 
liscussed the matter yesterday and resolved 
to invite the immediate attention of the 
Dominion Government to it, praying that 
they will make mpt representations to 
the Imperial Go vent, to the end that 
Canadian products may be admitted on as 
favorable terms as similiar products from 
the United States. 


A Skipper in the Choese Trade. 


Parkuint, Aug. 17.—About a year and a 
half ayou young man named George Alex- 
ander, « cheeso maker, came to Parkhill and 
pened negotiations for the erection of « 
cheese factory, He succeeded in associating 
with his own name that of Mr. Robert 
Cuddic, cheese maker and dealer of Wood- 
stock, They started operations in May, 
189). On Friday of last week Alexander 
stated that he had sold 160 boxes in stock, 
all this season's make, toa man in Sarnia, 
towhom it was shipped, OnmSunday morning 
Alexander took the fast express going west, 
Tt has since been learned that the party to 
whom the cheese was consigred was not the 
purchaser, but another Sarnia firm, who 
gave its check for $1,010, less $13 for 
reight charges, The che lexander is re- 
ported to have cashed in Sarnia last Monday 
afternoon, He also sold some boxes in town 
to several parties, besides some in Ailsa 
Craig. It is learned that on these sales he 
made collections on Saturday, so that the 
total proceeds from the sales made by him 
will exceed $1000. The farmers who supplied 
the milk for the factory and those who drew 
it are the principal losers, if he has gone to 
stay. 


England and Egypt. 

Lonpox, Aug. 17.—It is now admitted 
that the Turkish Ambassador's sudden _re- 
turn to London was in obedience to orders 
from the Sultan to resume negotiations for 
the evacuation of Egypt. Kustem Pasha 
did see Lord Salisbury and did open the 
subject.

be charged on said cars?” Acting Secretary 
Middleton makes this statement: 

“TL have to state that without considerin, 
the question whether the interests of Ameri- 
ca and American stockholders are identical 
in this case, which is not pertinent to the in- 
quiry, Weis No. 403 of the Act of Octo- 

er 1, 1800, exempts from duty “articles the 
growth, produce and manufacture of the 
United States when returned after hayin,

Our second day upon the rapids was 
the most exciting of the trip; we paddled 
thirty five milesand shot a number of 
rapids, Onee slled the “Rapide Plat’ just 
above Worriaburg, was perhaps just a tittle 
venturesome to run without a guide, But 
we knew others had done it and so we 
started down. The river takes an ugly 
bend half way down the rapid, and the 
breakers on either hand form a moderp 
Scylla and Charybdis. In vain we tried to 
adopt a “golden mein’—the two voracious 
monsters were so near each other that we 
could not choose between them. Tossed 
about from one to the other, flung up into 
the aur by colliding breakers, sucked into 
eddying trouhs, slapped by hissing wave- 
tops, borne along by great rolling waves, 
bouncing about like corl’s, our brave little 
craft nevertheless reached the foot of the 
rapid in safety, We had shipped some 
water, though not enough to put us in 
danger of swamping. The rapid was four 
railes long, though it seemed but one short 
breathless cash. 

Resuming our journey at Rouse’s Point, 
We found ourselues in one of the most his- 
toric districtsof the New World. Lake 
Champlain is about 118 miles long and 
some 12 miles wide in its widest part. It 
was called by the Indians “The Lake that 
is the Gate of the Country” and through 
this gate for centuries streamed back and 
forth the “braves” of that belligerent race 
to whom destruction, whether of man or 
beast was the whole of life. And as our 
light canoes shot past its romantic shores 
fancy carried us back to those old days 
when the Indian was lord of this vast con- 
tinent, before the “palefaces” had come 
to corrupt his savage virtues and teach 
him still more savage vices. And su the 
“paleface” came and wars more frequent 
and more fierce were waged at his com- 
mand and tor his Denefit. French and 
English vied with one another in making 
the path of the forests the scenes of 
internecine strife and fearful massacres. 
And then more than ever before through 
“The Lake that is the Gate of the Country” 
thronged frail barks narhed by men whose 
savage nien shadowed forth their savage 
nature. Then later came the booming 
frigate, and the wars of old colonial days. 
And then the War of Independence, when 
feelings were aroused which aiter the 
lapse ofa century, have not wholly sub- 
sided, So that nearly every point, bay 


and island teems with historic associations ; 


Strange to relate, upon the lake which in 
centuries gone by knew only the canoe, 
our modern representatives of that abor- 
iginal craft were objects of curiosity and 
admiration, 

_ Reluctantly we struck camp for the last 
time, and our three hundred mile paddle 
was a thing of the past. Of this vast con- 
tinent, however, many thousands of miles 
of lake and stream remain for us to ex- 
plore, and in what more delightful way 
could one see the world ? Health, strength 
and happiness flow from holidays lice 
these. 

And certainly we enjoyed it to the full. 
Then we made for home; and though 
our holiday was ended, its memories will 
remain for many a year.”

At the samo 
moment a division of English cavalry 
charged Count d’Erlon's battery on its right 
and di mounted several guns; but Gen, Mel 
haud's Cuirasiera charged thin division, of 
which three regiments were routed and flod. 

“It was now 8 o'clock In the afternoon, 
‘The emperor advanced the Life guards to 
take up a position on the plain—the same 
ground which was occupied by tho First 
corps at the commencement of the action, 
this corps being already in advance, Tho 
Prussian division, whose movement we had 
foreseen, then became engaged with Count 
Lobau’s skirmishors, directing their fire 
upon the whole of our right flank. It was 
expedient, before undertaking anything 
elsewhere, to walt the issue of this attack, 

With this object the whole strength of the 
reserve was held ready to come to the assist- 
ance of Count Lobau and to crush the Prus 
sian corps when it should advance, 

“This done, the emperor intended to make 
an attack in the direction of the village of 
Mont Saint-Jean, which it was expected 
would prove a decisive blow; but by «a move- 
ment of impatience, so frequent in our mili- 
fary annals, and which bas #) often been 
disastrous to us, the cavalry in reserve, per- 
ceiving a rotrogade moyement of the En- 
glish to place thomselves under shelter from 
our batteries, from which they bad already 
suffered so much, crowned the heights of 
Mont Ssint-Jean and charged the infantry, 
This movement, made at the right moment 
and backed by the reserves ought to have 
decided the day; made separately and before 
the operations on the right were completed, 
it proved fatal. Having no means to coun 
termand it, the enemy showing large masses 
of infantry and of cavalry, and the two di- 
visions of Culrassiers being engaged, the 
whole of otr cavalry started at the same mo- 
ment to support their comrades. 

“There, during three hours, they made 
numerous charges, by which we gained the 
breaking of several squares and six flags of 
the British infantry—an advantage hardly 
commensnrate with the losses sustained by 
our cavalry from grapeshot and musketry. 
It was impossible to use our reserves of in- 
fantry until the attack of the Prussian corps 
on our flanks was repulsed, This attack 
still continued, and directly on our right 
flank, The emperor sent there Gen. Du- 
chesne with the Young guard and several re- 
serve batteries, The enemy was chucked, 
was repulsed, and retreated; he had ex- 
hausted his furces, and there was nothing 
further to fear from him.This was the mo- 
ment suitable for an attack on the centre of 
tho enemy, As the Cuirassiers were suffer- 
ing from musketry fire, four bgttalions of 
the Young guard wore sent to support the 
Cuirnssiers, to hold their position, and, if it 
wore possible, to disengage and withdraw a 
portion of our cavalry to tho plain. Two 
other battalions were sent to hold the emi- 
nence on the extreme leftof the division 
which had maneuvered on our flanks, in 
order that there might be no cause for un- 
easiness in this direction; the rest were placed 
in reserve, one part to occupy the ominence 
in texvo! Mont Saint-Jean, the other on the 
plain! ebind the fled uf battle, which formed 
our line of retreat, 

“Under these clronmstances the battle wa: 
gained pied all tho positions that

Now this is a matter of vital interest to 
the people of Belleville, and it is a matter 
that should form the subject of thorough 
investigation and immediate action. If the 
statement made at Trenton be true, then 
the people should all know it, and steps 
should bo at once taken to secure a better 
water supply Ifit he not true, it is also

in order that the stigma may be removed, 
When a person proposes to move into a 
city or town one of the first inquiries is al- 
ways as to the source and character of the 
water supply, and if the water be found to 
be bad this fact will prove 4 strong deter- 
rent to possible new comers,

A Now Mothod of T-oattug Oro That 
will Prove of Immense Advantago 
Mining workis very active in Madoc

eighteen months new processes have been 
tried, and considerable quantities of oie 
from Marmaia and pihier pa.s of the

The New York 
metallurgists have successfully solved the 
problem, and their method of extractions 
has been tried and found commercially 
nrofite ble, The resulis of the experiments 
have been quiet in order that considerable 
tracts of territory containing ores of the 
character required could be secured, The 
effect of the application of the new pro- 
cess in this district has already been vey 
marked, Capitalists proceed very cant- 
iousiy in these matters, but it is expected 
that there will be a largeinflux of capital 
into this district this fall. By the new 
treatnient, which is comparatively inex- 
pensive, about 93 der cent, cf the assay 
value of the mostrefractoly ore can be 
extracted. Formerly, in case of refrac- 
tory ore, $20 per ton was required to pay 
but by the new process ore carrying $9 
perton will pay handsomely when it, 
occurs in large quantities.

On arrivin, 


GREAT BATTLE IN CHILI. 


The Contending Factlous Struggling Be 
fore Valparalso, 

New You, Aug. 25.—The Heralil’s de 
spatch from Valparaiso says that a florce 
battle ia now in progress within a few miles 
of the city of Valparaiso, between the Bal 
macedists and the insurgents, The battle 
has been raging practically for three days, 
aud it is believed that the number of killed 
and wounded on both sides has already 
reached nearly 3,000, Tho firat day's fight 
ing (on Friday) resulted in a reverse to the 
Government forces. The insurgents are 
recoiving t assistance from their six 
warships which are cruising about in the 
Aconagua River, The Government com- 
mander has selected a strong position on the 
beach of Vina Delmar, as his second line of 
defence, and is confident that he will be 
able to repulse tho rebela, The excitement 
in the city is intense, and thousands of peo- 
ple are watching the desperate strugylo 
which is bein: fought under their ver: 
noses, Should the revolutionista aatteel 
im defeating the Government troops, it 
iw balieved that Valparaise will be bom- 
their warshipa If, on the 
other hand, the Balmacedists gain the vic- 
tory, the fleet will cover the retreat of the 
insurgontarmy, and, if necessary, re-em- 
bark the troops. All the Goyeritnent 
officials, here are confident tha’ Balinaceda 
will drive the insurgents back, and, if he 
does not entirely destroy them, compel tho 
romuants to re-ombark in their transporte 
and go back to the north, 

‘Admiral Brown, commanding the Ameri- 
can fleet here, and the commanding officers 
of the other foreign naval forces have com- 
bined to protect the lives and” property of 
the foreign citizens, and in case of un attack 
onthe city marines and blue jackots from 
the foreign warships will probably be 
landed to sce that order so for as the 
foreign element is concerned is preserved. 
The fall of yearn would mean the prac 
tical collapse of Balmaceda's power. Out- 
side of the forces now engaged in the death 
struggle there are no troops to oppose the 
march of the insurgents to Santiago, and 
thoy would, with this city asa base of oper- 
ation soon overrun all the sonthern provin- 
ces. The railroad to Santiago has not been 
disturbed, and with the capture of Valpa- 
raiso the fall of the capital would be but a 
matter of a few hours. 


Tho Kalsor and the Corn Datlos, 
Lonvor, Aug. 25.—A Berlin dispatch 
says that the kaisor has never been greeted 


the chwith such enthusiasm as on his return to 


Berlin on Saturday. The people who lined 
the street sent up cheor after cheer and 
thekaiser showed himsolf deeply gratified at 
the evidence of loyalty. 

An impression prevails in Berlin that the 
kolsor will take the side of Miquel in the 


kaiser, nearly all bearing on the ropeal of 
the corn duties, and shortly after his arrival 
he proceeded to give these his personal at- 
tention. Tho situation as to bread is be- 
coming more serfous, and in the mining dis- 
tricts of Westphalia tho suffering is said to 
be vory great.

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A PECULIAR SUICIDE THIS. 


Wrote His Epitaph and Coolly Called in 
Death 

New Your, Aug, 25.—By injecting a 
poison, supposed to be morphine, into his 
voing with a hypodermic syringe Julians 
Rossenthal, forty-eight years old, escaped all 
hia earthly troubles after writing his own 
epitaph, He was found dead in his room, 
at No, 228 West Thirty-sixth-street, yester- 
day, and from his epitaph it is believed that 
he committed suicides on Friday night. The 
man was o private nurse, incurably ill with 
consumption, despondent, unable to get 
work and almost penniless, These were hie 
reasous for killing himself. He left several 
letters addressed to various persons, They 
were found by his bedside. On the back of 
one of thom, written in German andaddress- 
ed to the coroner, was this inscription, 
which is said to be characteristic of the 
man: 

“Julius Rosenthal,” born January 9, 
1844, at Borlin, Prussia. Came to this 
country July, 1886, Died August 21, 1891. 

Anecmpty hypodermic syringe was by the 


filled the room. 

Tn the room were found asoaled letter to 
Seligman & Co., bankers, at 24 Broad-street, 
a packet of cards, a bunch of official papers, 
& purse containing $1.50, three bottles of 
some dark liquid, a valise, and the letter to 
the coroner. 

‘These things were taken to the station 
honse, where the lotter was opened. It read 
aa follows: 

A STRANGE LETTER. 
New York, August 21, 1891, 

“To the Honorable Coroner of the City of 
New York: 

“I am tired of living and have taken 
pres hypodermically, sick and sufferin, 

for along time, only able to take liqui 
food, not able to find a position, nothin, 
left to support me for the future, very muc! 
neglected ty former friends, not able to find 
a natural death here—have taken my own 
life. 

“To Mr, and Mrs. Ignatz Steirhart of 
San Francisco, Cal.: to Julius Bathe of 
Exchange Place, 
ers, and to Dr, Henry Schweig of No. 26 
East Twenticth-street, I send, for their 
noble kindness during my misery, my last 
farewell, and may the blessings of the good 
Lord in Heaven be and remain with them 
forever. 

“I would prefer to leave this world a 
poor gentleman rather than to face this life 
asa beggar or thief. The grave of the pau- 

yor has no terrors for mo. If the good 
Vora desires me he will find me in any 
place. 
“JT remain most respectfully, 
“JULUS ROSENTHAL.” 

On the back of the letter was the follow- 
ing memoranda: 

IS HISTORY. 


“Tam 48 years old, During the terrible 
service for over four months in Memphis, 
Tenn., for many days and nights, and at 
last was found delirious and sick myself by 
members of Heward’s Association. 

“Have never recovered since that time 
my old strength and for my horrible suffer- 
ing my name was published with great honor 
in the southern papers.””

FOUGHT TO THE DEATH.

The Duel la Which Ka Short and Prisoner 
Wore Killed. 


CaLpweut, Kan., Aug. 26.—The killing 
of Deputy United States Marshal Ed Short 
yesterday was the result of a fight with a 
prisoner named Charles Bryant, one of the 
noted Dalton gang. Short captured Bryant 
in the Cherokee strip. He took his prisoner 
yestorday on board the Rock Island train at 

Tenuessey, Oklahoma, to carry him to 
Wichita, Leaving the handeuffed prisoner 
in the baggage Sanit: went outside to guard 
against any ottompt at rescue, He fet a 
revolver with the baggageman for protec: 
tion, 

The baggage-man carelessly laid the re- 
yolver on the safe in the car, and Bryant 
soon secured it, Aas the train was slowing 
up for Waukamis he opened the door of the 
car, Short was standing on the platform of 
the smoker with a rifle in his hands, 

Bryant quickly raised the revolver and 
fired, the hall ree through Short’s body. 
Short returned the tire with his rifle, Both 
men received their death-wounds in the first 
two shots, but both kept on firlng, Bryant 
emptied the six chambers of his pistol, and 
Short fired eight shots from his rifle. 

The ends of both cars were riddled with 
bullets. John Dobson, « druggist from El 
Reno, was sitting in the front end of the 
smoker, when one of the bullets crashed 
through the window, striking him in the 
arm, passing comin slaly through it but 
luckily just missing the bones anid arteries. 

Bryant was the first man to drop, He 
foll head foremost down the steps, Short 
caught him by the leg and held him with 
his head almost touching the ground. Then 
the officer called to the conductor; 

“I have got him, Jim, and he has got 
me, 

Tho prisoner was dead when picked up 
from the platform and carried into the car, 
Short died in ten minutes, 

Ed Short was o bad man in the sense that 
he was a dangerous man, There was little 
of the bravado about him. Small in stature, 
quict in manner, dudish in dress, he was not 
a man to inspire fear, Yet more than one 
man in Okluhoma will breathe easier now 
that he is dead,

THE NEW YORK EXPLOSION HORROR 
GROWS. 


The Dead Mangied und Torn Out of all 
Semblance of Humanity —A goulsing 
Boones at the Morgue— Most Mlokeoning 
Sights Witnessed, 


New Youn, Aug. 26—At 5,20 o'oluck last 
night the workmen unoarthed the 42nd body 
at the Park Place ruins, 1t was the body 
of John M, Hillis, the truckinan, who a fow 
minutes before the fatal crash, loft his horses 
in tho street and wont into Peterson's ren 
taurant to got his lavt meal. At 7.05 p.m. 
tho 43rd body was brought out of the ruins, 
It was thot of a fomulo, but in such u frighte 
fully mutilated and charred condition that 
identification was imponsible. Only a por- 
tion of the trunk was intact, the head bein, 
crushed into @ shapeless masa, th ad 
lower limbs being almost ontively royed, 
Tt was the most sickening night yet of many 
results of the fire.

councillors. Then we haye a governor 
general, seven lieutenant governors, and 

~ about fifty cabinet ministers, As all of 
this multitude of rulers, except the town 
and city councillors, are paid, and some of 
them paid dearly, it will be seen that the 
cost of our governmental machinery is 
very great, altogether too great, We are 
well within the lines in saying that, in pro- 
portion to our population, Canadians 
pay more for being goyerned than any 
other nation in the world. 

. Here is a reform thatmight well engage 
the attention of the leaders of the Liberal 
party, for in this one respect the people of 


Canada might have saved to them a large | 


sum of money annually. Reform should 
begin with the senate, which should be 
abolished entirely. Then the number of 
representatives in the House of Commons 
could be cut down to one-half without in 
any way impairing the efficiency of that 
House.

A SHIP OF DEATH. | 


Onrrying the Terrible Cholera Plague— 
Sixty Deaths on Board, 

San Fiaxcisco, Aug. 27.—Advices from 
Bingapore state that the steamer Naimchow 
started forthat port with 800 Chinese coolies 
for the Penang market. The officers wore 
Chinese with the exception of lalf-a-doxen 
Europeans. While at sea cholera broke 
out among the Chinese, and no fewer than 
sixty bodies were thrown into the sea. 
The captain, upon arrival at Singapore, re- 
ported only six deaths to the harbor- 
waster, three from influenza and three 
from want of opium and general debility. 
Many passengers were landed, and, no 
quarantine being declared, the voxsel pro- 
cooled to Penang with the remainder of 
tee afllicted cargo and crew. In four days 
nine cases of cholera developed in Singa- 
pore all traced to the steamer Namehow, 
On the stoamer's voyage back from Penang 
after landing 200 coolies there, the first 
European victim, the third enginceer, an 
Englishman, succumbed to the disoase. 
When the Namchow arrived at Singapore 
tho health officer was on the look-out, and 
sent the vossel into quarantine. When the 
vessel is released the captain and super- 
cargo will be arrested.

The censna roturas for 1891 were laid on 
the table at Ottawa Wednesday and are now 
being read with interest in all parts of the 
country. The provailing sentiment of al 
Canadians willbe a fooling of keen disap- 
pointment with tho result,and the figures fur- 
nish one more proof of the falsity of Tory 
predictions and the unreliability of Tory pro- 
mises. 

‘The population of Canada in 1831 was 4,- 
$24,810. For 891 it ia 4,823,444, an in- 
crease of only 499,334. 

Statistics prove that the natural increase 
of population, that is the increase by birth, 
fs abouttwo per cent per annum. The in- 
erease in our population from this source 
alone should therefore have been 947,100, 
Tho official report of the Department of Ag- 
riculture for Canada states that the number

THE AMERICAN CONSULATE PROTKCTED, 


A Innding party of blue jackets and ma- 
rines from the San Francisco were ordered 
ashore by Admiral Brown and took up a po- 
sition about the American consulate, The 
other naval officers followed suit and soon 
there were enough foreign men-of-wars-men 
ashore to protect the city against any possi- 
ble outbreak.

CANTO ENTERS THE CITY. 

Shortly after noon the victorious army 
began to enter the captured city from the 
hills to the southeast. «Gen. Canto with his 
Chiefs of Staff Cols. Halley and Korner and 
Walker Martinez were at the head of the 
troops. The inhabitants of Valparaiso were 
apparently all revolutionists in their sym- 
pathies, for as the insurgent troops, flushed 
with yjctory, marched through the atrects, 
they were greeted with the wildest enthusi- 
asm. The people were simply wild with ex- 
citement and the strects resounded with 
their shouts of ‘Viva Chili!” ‘Viva Canto!” 

GREETED WITH FLOWERS, 

From the windows of the houses showers 
of flowers were flung by the enthusiastic 
women on the heads of the leaders. Shortly 
after the entry of the army of Gen. Canta 
Capt. Alberto Fuentez of the torpedo boat 
Almirante Lynch, which was lying at the 
Fiscal Mole, was summoned to surrender, 
He attempted to steam out and opened fire 
with hin machine guns on the insurgent 
troops. There was o sharp engagement, 
Inating fifteen minutes, and then Capt. 
Fuentez hauled down his flag and there was 
not aneneimy to the revolution from Fort 
Valdvia to Vina del Mar. 

GOVERNMENT TROOPS PAROLED, 

During the afternoon such of the govern. 
ment troops as were in the city or who came 
in gave op their arms and most of them 
were paroled, Guards were stationed in the 
atreots to see that the crowds of disbanded 
soldiers and the dangerous classes did not 
make trouble. The city is as quiet as could 
be expected under the circumstances and no 
trouble is expected. 

WHERE 18 BALMACEDAT 

Nobody here has any knowledge of the 
whereabouts of Balmaceda. The insurgent 
leaders are exceedingly anxious to find out 
where he is, and if they suceeed in finding 
him the chances are it would go hard with 
him. The general belief is he is making his 
way out of the country, perhaps overland to 
Buenos Ayres. 


THE LATEST NEWS. 


1,500 Balmacedists« Killed and an Equal 
Number Taken Prisoners. 

Wasuinoton, Aug. 31.—Last night the, 
Chilian Congressional envoys here received 
the following despatch from Iquique: ' 

“According to an official despatch from | 
Commander Montt of the Congressional , 
naval forces in the battle of Concon the | 
enemy lost 1500 men and an equal number 
of prisoners were captu' Two thousand 
rifles were taken and a number of field 
nieces, Our loss was 506 and among the, 
Killed were five officers. In the battle of 
Placilla the defeat of Balmaceda was com- 
plete, His two generals, Barbosa and Alcer- 
rica were killed and many other officers. 
Vicuna, the President-elect, has escaped on 
board a foreign war vessel. The whereabouts 
of Balmaceda are unknown. 

The battle of Concon, the envoy say, was 
fought on the firat day the insurgent army 
landed in the vicinity of Valparaiso. The 
battle of Placilla was fought Saturday. 
Numerous congratulatory telegrams from 
many places have been received by the Con- 
gressional envoys. 

Neither the State nor the Navy Depart- 
ments received any official news yesterday 
from Chili.

Citizen 

The spectacle of a city of the Austrian 
Empire sueing a citizen of the United 
States is a unique one, but above this, the 
question of trade-mark right is of wide in 
terest. The City of Carlsbad is the only 
municipal corporation in the world having 
the right under patent to engage in mate 
ufacturing and selling goods, and the 
privilege has been theirs for several hun- 
dred years. They have manufactured and 
sold a variety of articles but the most im- 
portant has been developed during the 
past fifty years—to wit, the Carlsbad min 
eral waters and Carlsbad sprudel salts. 
The operation of the wells and the sale of 
the waters and salts has made the name 
of Carlsbad famous, and naturally the 
temptation to outsiders to appropriate st 
was great, 

So many people are now making Carls- 
bad water and Carlsbad sprudel salts— 
some with the addition of the word  “arti- 
ficial’”~ that it is very evident that jhe be- 
lief is prevalent that the name of a city is 
not a legitimate one to be used a_ trade 
mark.

He grants an ir junccion against 
W 'T. Thackeray & Co,, of Chicago, en- 
joyine them from selling or offering for 
sale any preparation of salt, of which tha 
word Carlsbad forms a part of the name 
It is safe to predict that this sweeping de- 
cision will cause the changing of some 
hundreds of labels in this country.—Oil, 
Paint and Drug Reporter.
